The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

There is no antecedent basis or "said receiver chain". 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication In this or a foreign country or In public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

6. Claims 14-20 and 30-35, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Wax et al. 

Wax et al teaches the claimed method and structure for calibrating a receiver circuit 
including: direction-finding (Abstract), calibration circuit (Abstract), for use in a cellular 
system (10 and 12). 




4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 
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7. Claims 12, 13, 28, and 29, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Graves. 

Graves teaches the claimed method and structure for calibrating a receiver circuit 
including: "signal-phase-sensitive" (92-94) direction-finding (Abstract), calibration circuit 
(column 1, lines 60-66), and synchronization (column 3, lines 48-51).
